WASHDion-OM, March 10.— The message 
of the prestdent transmitting tlie Behr- 
ing sea arbitration convention to the 
senate from which the injonction of se- 
crecy was tenoved yertsrday, is as as 
follows: 

To the senate— I herewith transmit 
with a view to its ratilicatioD a conven- 
tion signed at Washington, the 29th of 
Febraary, 1888, befwesn the govern- 
meats of the United States and her Brit- 
annic majesty, sobniittinf^c to arbitration 
the questions which have arisen l)etwpen 
the govemiiient.') concerning the jiirin- 
dictional rights of the United States in 
the waters uf the Behring sea, and con- 
cerning also the p re se r vation of the fur 
seal In and habitnaHy resorting to the 
said sea and the rights of the citizens of 
either country as regaids the taking of 
fur M-al ill. or habitually resorting to 
the said waters. 

Tlie correspondence not heretofore 
submitted to congress in relation to tiie 
Behring sea matter is in course of pre|>- 
aration and will be transmitted without 
delay. Bknjamin Harkison. 

The following is the text of the 
treaty: 

The questions which have arisen be- 
tween the government of the Unite<l 
States and the government of her Brit- 
annic majesty conctTiiuii; the jtirisdic- 
tional rights of the United States in tho 
waters of the Behring sea, and conceni- 
ing also the preserv ation of the fnr seal 
in, or habitually resorting to the said 
sea. and the rights of the citizfiis and 
subjects of the countries aa regard the 
taking of fur seal in, or habitually re- 
sorting to the siiid waters, shall be sub- 
mitted to a tribunal of arbitration to be 
composed of seven arbitrators who shall 
be appointed in the following manner, 
that is, to say, two shall be named by 
the president of the United States; two 
shall be named by her Britannic ma- 
jesty; his excellency, the president of 
the French republic, shall be jointly re- 
quested by the contracting puties to 
name one; his majesty. King of Italy, 
shall be requested to name ona, and his 
majesty, the King of Norway, shall be 
so requested to name one. 

The seven arbitrators to be named 
shall be jurists of distinguished reputa- 
tion in their own countries. In case of 
the death absence or incapacity to serve 
of any or either of the said arbitrators, 
or in the event of any or either of the 
said arbitrators committing or declining, 
or ceasing to act as such, the president 
of the United States or her Britanic 
majesty, or his excellency, the president 
of the French republic, or his majesty, 
the king of Italy, or his majesty, tile 
king of Sweden and Norway, as the case 
may be, shall name or shall be requested 
to name forthwith another person to act 
as arbitrator in the place and stead of 
the arbitrator originally named by snch 
bsadot state. And in the event of ar»- 
fnsal ,or omission for two months 
after' the reoeipt of the joint request 
frooB the hjgh oontracting parties of his 
excellency, the president of the French 
repvbUc, or bis mejesty, the king of 
Italy; or his majesty, the king of Sweden 
and Norway, to name an arbitrator, 
either to fill the original appointment or 
flU a vaoaaey, as above provided: then, 
in such ease, the appointment shall be 
made, or the vacancy will be filled in 
snch manner as the contracting parties 
jdiall agree. 

Artiole S— The arbitrators shall meet 
at Paris within twenty days «.fterthe 
dalivery of the counter case mentioned 
in Artide 4 and shall proceed imputial- 
ly and oarefnllv to examine and decide 
the questions raonght before them as 
bersin provided on the part of the gov- 
ernment of the United States and her 
Britannic majesty ren>eotiyely. All 
questions considered by the tribunal, in- 
cluding the final decision shall be deter- 
mined by a majority of all the arbitra- 
tors. Each of the contracting parties 
shall also name one person to attend the 
tribunal, as its agnit, to represent it gen- 
erally, in all maners C(mnected with the 
arbitration. 

Article S-oThe printed case of each 
of the two parties accompanied by the 
documents, the oiBoial correspondence, 
aiiil other evidence on which each relics 
iibail be delivered in duplicate to each of 
the arbitrators and to the agent of other 
party as soon as may be after the ap- 
pointment of members of the tribunal, 
but within a period, not exceeding three 
months from the date of the exchange 
of the ratifications of the treaty. 

Article 4 — Within three months after 
the delivery on both sides of tlie pniited 
ca«e, either party may in like manner 
deliver in duplicate to eai h of the .said 
arbitrators, and to the agent of tlie 
other party, a counter ca«e and addi- 
tional ilocimientti, corresiHjndence and 
evideiu'i' iu reply to the case, documents, 
correspondeiue ami evidence SO pre- 
sented by the other party. 

If, however, in con«e(iuence of the 
distance of tlio place from which the 
evidence to be presented is to be pro- 
cured, either party shall, within thirty 
days of the reoeipt by its agent of the 
case of the other party, give notice to 
the other party that it requires addi- 
tional time for the delivery of such 
counter case, documents, correspond- 
since and evidence, such additional time, 
so indicated, but not exi-eeding sixty 
days beyond the three months in thu 
article provided shall l>e allowed. 

If in the case submitted to the arbi- 
trators, either party shall have specified 
or alluded to anv report or docoioent 
in its own exdnsivt posssssioa. wtt**""*

each of the said arbitrators and to the 
agent of the other party a printed argu- 
ment showing the points and referring 
to tha evidence upon which his govern- 
ment relies, and either iwirty may also 
supiv)rt the same before the arbitrators 
by oral argument of counsel: and tho 
arbitrators may, if they de.«ire to further 
elnci-late with regard" to any point re- 
quire a written or printetl statement or 
argument or oral agreement by counsel, 
upon it, but in snch case the other party 
shall he entitled to reply either orally or 
in writing as the case may be. 

Article 6 — In deciding the matters sub- 
mi tt<<l to the arbitrators, it is agreed 
th.at the following five points shall be 
submitted to them in order that their 
awards shall embrace a distinct decision 
upon each of the five juant'*, to-wit: 

First — What exclusive jurisdiction in 
the sea now known as the Behring sea. 
nn<l what exclusive ri;iht8 in the seal 
fisheries therein did Russia assert and 
exercise prior and np to the time of the 
cession of Alaska to the United States? 

Second — How far were these claims of 
jurisdiction a.s to the seal fisheries rec- 
ognized and conceded by Great Britain ? 

Third- - Was the bo(iy of water now 
known as the Behring sea included in 
the plirn.se. "Pacific ocean." as used in 
the treaty of 1825 between Great Britain 
and Hn.ssia; and what rights, if any, in 
the Behring sea were held and exclusive- 
ly exercised by Russia after said treaty 

Ponrth— Did not all ttoe rights of 
Russia as to jurisdiction, and as to the 
seal fisheries in Behring sea east of the 
water hoiindary, in tho treaty between 
the United States and Russia of the 30th 
of Marcli. 1K67. pass nmim paired to the 
United States under that treaty? 

Fifth— Has the United States any 
right, and if so, what right of protection 
to proptTty iu the fur seals frequenting 
the islands of the United States in Behr- 
ing sea when such seals are found out- 
Hide t he ordinary three mile limit ? 

Article 7— If the determination of the 
questions as to the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the United States shall leave the 
subject in such a position that the con- 
currence of (ihwat Britain is necessary 
to the <wtHbtiMhnient of regulations for 
the proper protection and preservation 
of the fur seal in.' or habitoally resort- 
ing to, the Behring sea, the aroitrators 
shall then ' detcrmiue what oononrrsnt 
resolutions ontaide tiie jurisdictional 
limits of the respnctiTw govsmmsnts are 
necessnr)', and over what water such 
regulations should extend, and to aid 
them in that determination the report 
of a joint commissioo to be appointed 
by the respective covemraents should 
be laid befon« them, w^h aiifj^ vDMpr 
evidence as either govofUMttl liii|''Mb- 
mit. 

Article 8 — The high oontTMstlng 

rrties furthermore nf^w to oo-operato 
securing the adhesion of other powers 
to such rsgulations. Thw high contract- 
mg partiss having fonnd themselves 
unable to agree nimu a reference which 
shall include the question of liability 
of each for the {njnrifls alleged to have 
been sustained by the other, or by its 
dtizena, in connection with the cudms 
presented and urged by it; and being 
suUdtons that thiH subordinate question 
should not interrupt or longer delMr the 
snhmission and determination of the 
main questions, do agree that either 
may snbmit to the arUtrators any 
qneetion of fact involved in said claim 
and sek for a finding theremi, the 
question of liability of either govern- 
ment upon the faca fonnd to oe the 
subject of further negotiation. 

Article 9— The high contracting parties 
having agreed to apjmint two commis- 
sioners on the part of each government 
tu makn the joint investigation and re- 
port contemplated in the preceding 
Ariocle 7. and include the terms of 
the M^(\ agmement in the present con- 
ventkMI to the mod that the joint and 
sevenl imports and recom mends tions of 
said Qommissionnni may h« in due form 
snbmitfpd to the arbitrat.irs sbonld the 
contingency ttaMrnforH arise, the said 
agrsement is accordingly herein mdud- 
ed as follows: Each government shall 
appoint two oommismoners to investi- 
gate conjointly with the oommissionerB 
of the government all the facts having 
relation'^ to seal life in Behring sea, and 
the measures necessary for na proper 
protection and preservanon. 

The four comroiflsioners shall, so far 
as they may be able to agree, make a 
joint reiwrt to each of the two govern- 
ments, and they shall also report, either 
jointly ox severally, to each government 
on any points on which they bo unable 
to agree. 

These reports shall not be made public 
until they shall be submitted to the arbi- 
trators or it shall ap[>ear that the con- 
tingencv of their iMUUg USSd by UM Ktti- 

trators can not arise. 

Article 10— Each government shall 
Itay t tie ex peuses of its members of the 
joint commission in the investigation 
referred to i i the preceding article. 

Article 11— The decision of tho tri- 
bunal shall, 'f jx)83ible, be made within 
throe months from the close of argu- 
ment on both sides. It shall be made 
hi writing anil dated and shall be signeil 
by the arbitrators, who sliall assent 
to it. 

The decision may be induplicate, one 
copy whereof shall be delivered to the 
agent of the duitoil States for his gov- 
ernment and the other copy shall be de- 
livered to the agent of Great Britain tor 
his government. 

iUticle 13— Each government shall pay 
Its own agpnt and provide for the pronor 



remuneration of oonnsnl emplojrwl oy it 
and of the arbitrators appointed by it, 
and for the expense of preparing and 
snbmitting its case to the tribunal. All 
other expenses connected with the arbi- 
tration, shall be defrayed by the two 
governments in equal moities. 

Article l^The arbitrators diall keep 
an accurate record of their prooeedingw 
and mav appoint and employ the neces- 
sary officers to assist them. 

Article 14— The high contracting par- 
ties engage to consider the result of the 
proceedinas of the tribunal of arbitra- 
tion Hs a fttll, perfect , m4 . iaal Mttle- 
ment of all tkeqaee UfflwI iSsa lathe 
arbitrators. 

Article 15— The present dnty shall be 
fully ratified by the pteridant of the 
United States of AmeiMS, bv end With 
the advice and consent m the senate 
thereof, and by her Britannic majestv, 
and the ratifications shall be exdianged 
either at Waehtngtos or at London with- 
in six months within Hm data ksNof , or 
earlier, if possible.

About '.) o'clock a man pa.ssitig down 
the street Was cau^rht in a whirlwind 
and carried in the air ,ind thrown with 
terrible force against a t' lejihoiie pole. 

At Dnlnrli the mercury has fallen 10 
degn^es in the jiast twenty-four hours, 
the wind coiiiuig from tlie northwest 
and is now blowing at the rate of forty 
miles an hour. Tlie snow is still falling. 
The streets are deserteil. The stret't 
railway coin])any has abandoned all at- 
tempts to gel its lines into i>peration.

Tlie wind has been 
lilowiii;; at the rate of sixty-one miles an 
hour and every light jiortable thing in 
the vicinity has been biown away.

A 
brother of the woman, about thir^ 
vears of age, \\ as then seized and held 
oy the family while Pnulolo burned him 
over the face and body with a flaming 
torch. Another man, her fourth victim, 
was also held by tiia aiembers of the 
family while the woman beat him to 
death with a club. As a result of th» 
orima the natives have dssertsd the 
place where the tragedy oeonrrsd.

The Ooebel Anti-Lottery bill and its 
proposed substitute were up for discus- 
sion in the lower branch of the Legisla- 
ture yesterday. The substitute malcea 

the carrying on of lottery enterprises a 
misdemeanor, instead of a felony as in the 
originsl bill. Represrtstatfv^ itft/n, of 

Covington, was the first speaker. lie 
advocated the adoption of the substitute. 
His remarks were largely of a personal 
chiirnctor, as he seiasd the occasion to 
score Honi c n(> wspaper men . One of these 
was Dan E. O'SuUivan, editor of the Lon- 
iflville Sunday Critic, a paper that has 
been fightingthe lotteries. Myers charg- 
ed that there is not "a more notorious 
gambler in Louisville than O'SuUivan." 
He then turned his attention to W. P. 
Campbell, of tlu! (\>vi!ij;tiin Post, and re- 
ferred to him as "a little pest" and "ed- 
ftor 6t hidid duello fame." He gave an 
infcrt'stinj; arrount of CuiiipbcH's chal- 
lenge to Thomas A. Davis of Maysville, 
and it is said his remarks brooght down 
the House.

C. J. Norwood, State Mine Inspector, 
has received and compiled mine reports 
for the year 180L la • opmparison with 
previous years, it is shown that the year 

was the most prosperous in lb* coal 
mining history of the State. 
The total output of bitnminons coal, 

(from 100 mines) amount<>d to 71, 977,0.').') 
bushels (2,879,082 tons). This was an in- 
crease of 9,808,846 bushels ever IflOO, the 
largest increase within a single year 
since 1888, when the product jumped 
from 48,329,6.% bOilMlr to 68,661,463. In 
the pro<luction of this coal a maxiinuin 
of 8,2()4 persons were employed last year, 
the average number being 6,093. 

The cannel mines, four in number, 
produced 42,870 tons, a reduction of 6,612 
tons from IS'to. They gave employment 
to a maximum of 368 persons, the aver- 
age being 268. 

The number of persons engaged at 
mines in the State doubtless exceeds 
10,000, there being a large number of 
mines at which from three to six persons 
are employed, from which no returns are 
received. There are also mines now be- 
ing opened which, since they were not 
producing in 1891, are not reported. The 
production of coke amounted te 32,693 
tons, a gain of 11,983 tons over 1890. 

During the year sixteeen new commer- 
cial mines were added to the list of pro- 
ducers, and seven small mines entered 
the list of those whose output is reportexl.
